tion of the results of careful study in any branch of anthropology, with the sole pro- 
viso that it applies to the aboriginal peoples within the scope of the Pan-American 
Exposition. This publication, instead of being old matter after a month, extends 
from May ist to November tst, 1901. Instead of reaching the attention of the 
necessarily limited subscription list of a scientific journal, it will reach hundreds 
of thousands of different individuals from all parts of the world. As Buffalo is 
situated within 12 hours’ railroad ride of 40,000,000 persons, any exhibit made is 
assured .Aaglaioeuqlcience: 

So far as practicable, studies to be published in this department of the 
Exposition should be illustrated, and the illustrations should preferably be by 
objects rather than by pictures, although photographs and models will not be out 
of place. The reading matter must necessarily be very much condensed, but 
placards will be provided at the expense of the Exposition for the suitable eluci- 
dation of any exhibit made.

3rd.— Place the label on the top only of the box or trunk 
used and do not place any other address on the box. 
4th.— If possible, use a packing trunk or chest with lid 
which can be locked and send the key by mail to the under— 
signed. If an ordinary box is used, fasten the top with 
screws. The Exposition will not be responsible for damage 
to specimens. | 
5th.— Place immediately under the lid an envelope containing 
a full list of the contents of the chest or box.
